In closing this fourth year of the High School, your commit- 
tee are satisfied with the result, and feel that the school has 
sustained its former good standing. We also feel the school 
is steadily gaining in favor, and has been of great benefit to the 
town, as it gives opportunity for education in higher branches 
than can be studied in our district schools, thus affording 
privileges for mental improvement to many, of which they would 
otherwise be deprived.

OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Miss Nellie A. Knowlton, teacher. Miss Knowlton is a 
good disciplinarian. and having taught two years in this dis- 
trict, there were no new acquaintances to form. The advanta- 
ges to be derived from having the same teacher several terms 
in succession, were clearly manifest at the last examination.— 
A successful school year. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Miss Mary J. Dutton, teacher. This school has improved in 
scholarship, and increased in numbers since our first acquaint- 
ance with it three years ago. The examination showed thor- 
ough teaching and good progress. 


| DISTRICT NO. 3. 
Miss Mary A. Tenney, teacher. The schools in this district 


were well taught, and the scholars, though mostly small, made 
good advancement. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Summer term, Miss Lettie W. Goodhue, teacher. Winter 

term, Miss Carrie A. Parker, teacher. Two excellent schools. 
DISTRICT NO. 5. 

The Summer term, under the instruction of Miss Addie V. 
Barker, of Harrisville, was not a success. We have learned 
that young ladies of fifteen years of age, who have sufficient 
energy and maturity to keep a common school, are the excep- 
tion and not the rule. Miss Barker should not have been hired ; 
and your committee made a mistake in not declining to give 
her a certificate, simply upon the ground of her youth. 
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Winter term, taught by Miss Elva E. Sheldon, in her usual 
energetic manner. Her decisive promptness was just what this 
school needed. A good school. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer term, Miss Nettie L. Nichols, of Bennington, teach- 
er. This was a well managed school. Good feeling seemed 
do prevail. Progress commendable. 

Winter term, Addison ©. Ware, teacher. Mr. Ware isa 
teacher of home manufacture, having received his education in 
our “High School.” This was his fir st attempt at teaching; the 
result was highly satisfactory. 


DISTRICT: NO, -T. 


The presence of Miss Nellie A. Hadley as teacher always en- 
suresa good school. The scholarship in this school stands high. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 

Miss Carrie A. Parker, teacher, Summer term. The very 
best of feeling existed between teacher and scholars. But one 
result could follow, a good school, 

Winter term, Alvarez G. Brooks, teacher. Some of the 
scholars made better progress than we had expected. We 
must say that the taking of some scholars out of this school by 
their parents was a mistake. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Miss Hattie E. Weston, teacher, summer term. Miss Alice 
$. Goodhue, teacher, winter term. It is possible, but not prob- 
able, that No. 9 ever had, or ever will have a more successful 
year.

Only five scholars have their deportment marked — or be- 
low ordinary. These five scholars have given our teachers 
more trouble than all the rest combined. The two lads in No. 
3 may be excusable, as their advantages have been limited.— 
But the three young men (fourteen and fifteen years of age) 
representing Nos. 1,2, and 7, and who have attended the 
High School would do well to try to reform their record. 

Recitation and deportment cards have been furnished every 
scholar during the past year. These were intended to enable 
parents to be fully aware of the conduct and progress of their 
children. Our teachers all agree that the use of these cards 
assisted them in the governing of their pupils. | 

We would recommend the continuance of their use. We 
would remind the Prudential Committees that there is a ter- 
rible vacuum in the column of the statistical table, marked, 
“No. of visits by Prudential Committee.” 

Our teachers are reminded of the fact that there have been 
about a dozen volumes put into the town library within a year, 
which are especially adapted to their wants, and a perusal of’ 
which will make them familiar with the various methods of 
teaching and governing schools. | 

Great care should be taken in governing children in schools. 
Teachers without order are of very little account. And the 
whole secret of governing a school successfully lies in saying, 
“Yes,” and “No,” and “sticking to it.” Teachers should be 
mild yet firm, and unflinching in the use of their authority, and 
all hasty, indiscreet modes of governing, like the throwing of 
some missile at the head of a child should not be tolerated.— 
Parents should be careful how they criticise teachers in the 
presence of their children, remembering that when they allow 
or encourage insubordination in tke school-room they are strik- 
ing a severe blow at their own authority ; and are leading their 
children into a course that is very likely to end in disgrace.
